Late and Interesting Intel- 
ligence frum the Washoe 
Mine. 


Mr. F. J, Hughes arrived in this 
city Oct. 25th, from the new mining 
region in Washoe valley. He left 
Virginia town last Saturday morning. 
Mr. Hughes furnished us a full and 
interesting description of the new 
diggings, and the operations now in 
progress there. His account is ting- 
ed with enthusiasm, but after making 
all due allowance for the excited state 
of feeling prevalent in the mines, 
and in which he probably participates, 
his narative is well calculated to ex- 
cite the attention and wonder of our 
readers. 

Mr. Hughes went to Virginia town, 
the locality of the richest discoveries, 
in June last, and remained there un- 
til the close of last week, so that his 
opportunities of observation have 
been ample. The existence of sil- 
ver in that region was discovered by 
three men, who were working a good 
claim in Six-Mile kanyon, in June 
of the’ present year. Following their 


surface diggings, they at length 
struck the gold Jead consisung al 
ut 


found a pocket, as it is there 
called, filled with black inetal, from 
rwhichthey made $100 per day with 
a rocker. A number of Mexican 
miners from Sanora examined the 
tailings or refuse dirt, and informed 
the miners that they were throwing 
away two dollars of silver for each 
one of gold that they collected. A 
company of three ‘or four Mexicans

that they extend all the way from| 
Honey Lake to Walker river. The, 
prospectings generally reveal gold on 
the surface; the silver appears eight 
or ten feet below. The most mag- 
nificent deposit of gold ever discover- 
ed, in this continent or in the world, | 
is represented to have been oyened 
at Gold Hill, ina kanyon, or r:ther 
valley,one anda half iniles from Vir-| 
ginintown. The hillis isolated from 
the mountain spurs, to which it prob- 
ably once belonged, and is properly 
a mound about 60 feet high, 5,000 
feet long by 2,000 feet wide.” I: is 
traversed by veins of auriferous 
quartz, partly decomposed, yielding 
from $500 to $2,500 to the ton.— 
This enormous mass of wealth was 
discovered by a whiskey-drinking 
character from Virgina, in honor of 


whom the neighboring village has 
been named. It is computed that 
this fortunate person has expended 
within two months eight or ten thous- 
and dollars in the purchase of his 
favorite fluid, for the consumption of 
himself and his friends. This fact 
is considered interesting, as tending 
to prove the wealth of the country 
and the thirst of the inbabitants. 


There are now 18 arastras in 
operation at Virginia town, and 8 or 
9 at Gold Hill. Many more are in 
course of eréction.
